the intermediate handle portion includes one end having it portion integmlJy molded to 
the ball, a curved portion attached therct o^ a nantte extending outwardly from the curved porrioi^ 
and an outer elongated portion at the other end.

A painting tool in accordance with Claim S whcrdn: 

the upwardly projecting portion includes external threads ^vihefeaboui thereabout the 
mounting means comprises an internally tiireaded nut portioned about tiie curved handle portion 
and engaging the tiireads on the upwardly extending tiireaded portion with die recessed socket to 
secure the bail in the socket and further includina a washer mounted between the nut and the 
threaded portion for locking purposes.

A painthsg tool in accordance with Claim 5 wherein: 

the euteff socoiid elongated gripping ^ portion member includes a contoured rubber- 
gripping member mounted over the second handle member .

A pamting tool in accordance with Claim 4 wherem: 

the ball includes a plurality of spaced parallel slots. 
Claim 10 (currently amended) 
A painting tool in accordance with Claim 1 wherein: 

the upwardly ^Eteac^ nnpiccting portion includes a threaded cxtetior. the mounting 
means furdicr includes internal threads to mesh therewith^ and a lock washer mounted 
fherebctween. 

Claim 11 (currently amended) 
A painting tool comprismg: 

a ilai pad having a paint absorbing portion comprising a first paint engaging side and a 
second side having an elongated coupling surface mounted thereto; 

means mouaited to the coupling surfecc having an upwardly projecting portion including 
a recessed socket therein^ 

a handle including [[solid]] handle portion having a ball at one end to engage the recessed 
socket, an elongated intenncdiaie portion, and an externally threaded sur&ce at the other end; 

mounting means securing the ball within the socket to pcnm'l rotation of the pad through 
360 degrees and permitting the pad to be locked in position; and. 
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the pad comprises an intogtal elongated body and wherein the coupling $ui&ce comprises 
a ri^d substanUfdIy rectangular main body having parallel side porHons, said side portions each 
having inwardly and upwardly extending portions forming a channel and one of said side 
portions having a cutaway section. 
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
